Alcoholic Beverages

In addition there are the 
USO and the National Travelers’ aid funds 
which receive a little help from the local fund. 

Ninety-five per cent of the Community 
Chest funds are for the youth welfare in the 

| Upland district. Truly, it is a great opportun- 
ity for all of us to do our bit.

UNEMPLOYMENT CHISELING | 
MUST COME TO AN END | 


One third of all claims for unemployment | 
pay are fraudulent or invalid and since 1945 
a total of $392,000,000 has been lost to “‘chi- | 
selers”, according to a state assembly com- | 
mittee. 1 

This is a very grave situation and local 
people—employers and employees—should be 
rightfully concerned. Occasionally, there are 
convictions even here of people who have frau- 
dulently applied for and received unemploy- 
ment relief funds. 

Basically, the unemployment insurance 
fund is very sound. Employers and employes 
alike pay into this account to provide “insur- | 
ance” in case of economic:recession. Chisel- | 
ers, in good times, can eat up funds that should 
be held for periods of distress. 

No leniency should be shown any person | 
involved in “chiseling.” It is an alarming 
situation to learn that one-third of all claims 
are invalid. This condition should bring im- 
mediate action in more thorough checking by 
everyone concerned. 





FARMERS ARE GIVING 
ANSWERS TO PROBLEMS 


Local citrus associations were recently ask- 
ed if there should be a marketing prorate on 
navel oranges. The answer was yes. 

Citrus growers and other farmers are also 
being asked questions about the marketing 
program as a means of helping the adminis- 
tration give to the farmers that which they 
want. 

W. H. Eastwood, secretary of the San Ber- 
nardino County Farm Bureau, puts the ques- 
tion bluntly: “We are not asking what your | 
congressman thinks, or your supervisor or 
your city councilman on your neighbor. What 
do you want?” We are working on the pre- 
mise that the farmers know more about their 
business than the people back in Washington. 

“Evidently, Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson thinks so too, or he would not have 
asked us to find out what we want.” 

The secretary's appeal to the “grass roots” 
is a logical approach to the problem. 

Here are some of the questions being asked 
of farmers: “Should Government Support Farm 
Prices? Should Farm Price Supports Be Dis- 
continued If Subsidies To Other Economic 
Groups Are Eliminated? Is it the Responsibil- 
ity of Farmers. Government or Both to Main- 
tain and Improve Soil Productivity?” 

Answers the farmers give and the resulting 
policy will have a great effect on all of us. 
Consumers pay for price supports and for all 
other aids given producers and so the new 
agriculture policy is vital to every American. 

The new approach in finding the answers 
is very wholesome. Farmers must be prosper- 
ous if the rest of us are going to have a chance 
for economic sufficiency. And so we will await 
the farmers’ answers. |

SOVIET RAILROADS 


Many theories have been offered as to why 
the Soviet Union has not attacked and over- 
run Western Europe. One of these is not so 
widely known as it might be. It is that Rus- | 
sia’s lack of a modern railroad system has | 
made invasion too risky. 

Russia is larger that the United States in | 
both population and land area—yet she has 
but 78,000 miles of railroad as compared with 
our 223,500 miles. Moreover, track gauge is 
not standardized—which means that goods 
frequently must be unloaded and reloaded at 
a heavy cost in time and effort during a long | 
trip. Actually, say some experts, the Soviet | 
railroads are about in the same shape as ours | 
were 75 years ago.

On German Visit 


Just returned from a four and 
one-half month visit in Munich, 
Germany, with her family and 
friends is Mrs. Alfred L. Baub- 
lit, 1026 East Eighth street, who 
was accompanied by her 314- 
year-old daughter, Katherine. 

Mrs. Baublit had not been 
home to Munich since she left 
there as the bride five years ago 
to make her home in the United 
States. Mr. Baublit and she met 
and married while he was em- 
ployed as a civilian employe by 
the U. S. War department in 
Munich. 

Five-Year Residents 

Three months after their mar- 
riage they came to the United 
States and to California, first 
making their home in Ontario. 
Mr. Baublit’s hometown. Within 
six weeks they had started con- 
struction on their home in Up- 
land and have resided here since 
its completion. 

A native of Upland, little Kath- 
rine paid her first visit to her 


maternal grandparents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Six, in Munich. 
Mrs. Baublit reports only 48 


hours were required to fly from 
Inglewood to Munich, including 
a 10-hour lay-over in New York 
City. The return trip by air took 
50 hours, but the Upland matron 
feels her native country is much 
nearer after traversing the great 
distance in a matter of two days. 

Mr. Baublit, a mechanic at the 
Lynn May garage on Foothili 
boulevard, remained here while 
his wife and daughter visited in 
Germany.

Commenting on Munich today, 
Mrs. Baublit reported “a lot of 
changes” in her hometown and 
Western Germany. “Everything 
is much more modern, the big 
stores have moving stairs (esca- 
lators) and new buses and street 
cars are modern and _ stream- 
lined.” 

Remarking further on the post 
war reconstruction in Munich, 
Mrs. Baublit said, “Even the peo- 
ple look a lot healthier now. The 
standard of living is much im- 
proved and they can get almost 


everything we can here, but 
wages are still too low for the 
high prices.”
